1820. 1622). This licensing 
function has existed since at 
least 1925 (See Stats. 1925. Cli. 
18).

2. TO WHAT KXTENT does 
the State contribute to the 
foster home and adoption pro­ 
grams?

The State pays all adminis­ 
trative costs of the adoption 
program, after deducting such 
amounts as are paid in the 
way of fees by prospective 
adoptive parents i\V. & I. C.
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I With respect to foster homcx. 
the Stale pays each county or 
city which undertakes to 
license or regulate such homes 
on behalf of the State Stiii for 
each new or renewal license 
granted (\V. & I. C. Sec. 1622'. 
The State docs not pay for til   
costs of care for children 
placed in a licensed home, al­ 
though the aid to needy chil­ 
dren program is available foi 
such children if thev are quali­ 
fied i\V. & 1. C. Sees. 1511. 
1557).
